The 
Title of Her, 4. was confirmed by Parliament,but he laid his Claim of Deſcent from H. 3, and it continued in that 
Deſcent till H. 6. and then the Parliament declared that thoſe 47Fs were nor binding, but unjuſt ; and declared 
the Oaths ot Allegience to thoſe Kings infamous and wicked ; and fo the Right Heir came in, -H, 8. had Power 
to difpoſe of the Grown, by his laſt Will and Teſtament, tg place and diſplace the Crows at his pleaſure, yer all 
his right Heirs came to the Crown ; though Fane Gray<iaimed it by vertue of that Will, and baited her Title 
with Religion, ucen Elizabeth made a Law, That whoever did mantain, That the Crown could not be diſpoſed 
of by Parliament , d be Guilty of Treaſon, &Cc. and for ever after of Praemunire, Bur fince that, there is a Re- 
Kitution of King James, which acknowledged him lawfully, rightly, and juſtly the next Heir to the Crown, and 
did beſeech the K. to accept of their Allegiance to him and his Poſterity : And Ithink our Anceſtors ſwore to the
